| The third escape from Georgia 
| prison camps of J. M. Elliott, con- 
_victed murderer, has revealed that 
although condemned six times to be 
hanged, he subsequently.entered upon 
‘a term of life imprisonment without, 
so far as known, having been granted 
a commutation of the original death 
| sentence. 

The singular case, peiieved to be 
without precedent in the criminal his- 
tory of the state, was brought to light 
by officials after comparing records of 
the executive department and prison 
commission. They disclosed that he 
was to have been executed November 
19, 1909, but began serving a life sen- 
tence in the state prison three days 
later. A careful search of the state's 
archives has failed to produce an ex- 
planation of how and when the sen- 
tence was reduced. 

Convicted in 1907 and sentenced to 
death for the murder of George Riv- 
ers. a LaGrange hotel keeper, Elliott. 
a former veterinarian of Macon and 
LaGrange. was granted five respites

ATLANTANS SAW 
LINDBERGH LAND 


Among the first Atlantans to greet 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh when 
he landed at Le Bourget flying field 
at aris on his epic making flight 
James A. Hollomon, wife 
of the associate editor of The Consti- 
tution, and their son, James, Jr. 

Mrs. Hollomen tells of a number 
of interesting sidelights on the land- 
ing and wild acclaim which greeted 
the .outhful aviator: “It was all ar- 


| ranged,” she says, “to pick up the 


wrong man after Lindbergh landed 
and carry him through the frenzied 
mob in order to give Lindbergh a 
chance to escape and get away quietly. 

“He was terribly exhausted. I was 
standing close te the big automobile 
which carried him away from the 
field and as I peered into it, I said to 
Jim, ‘He is in that car.’ They slipped 
a disguise on him quickly in the 
hangar and hurried him away. And 


the crowd was dense.” 


When word was received in Paris 
that Lindbergh had passed Cherbourg, 
the roads to Le Bourget field became 
crowded with gcars, Mrs. Hollomon 
says. “Every car wanted to pass the 
car in front,” she wrote, “and acci- 
dents were numerous. Our driver was 
splendid. We parked right in front 
of the field and walked over.’ 

“The “rench are very, very quiet. 
When Lindbergh landed, it sounded 
more like a heavy, low groan than a 
cheer. just a ripple of gladness. But 
the Americans were isy. They 
cheered, regular home style, and toot- 
ed horns and shouted ‘Lindbergh.’ The 
French have been perfectly wonderful 
to him and they know how to do 
things well. 

“It was a thrill never to be forgot- 
ten, watching for the lone boy to 
come down out of the sky. The won- 
der boy !”

The professors, members of 
Harvard-Michigan expedition, had

ride from the coast and is in an al- 
most inaccessible part of the region. 

After taking the important find to | 
Cairo, where the inscriptions were de- | 
posited in the museum there, the pro-| 
fessors set to work in an attempt to!

The missing link between the lang- |

With more than 500 miles of road- 
way paving under construction in the 
state at present, there are 1.186.351 
miles of state aid highways in Georgia 
permanently paved or being . paved, 
according to an announcement by 
Chairman John N. Holder, of the state 
bighway board. 


These figures do not represent all \ 


of the paved roads in the state, but 
only those the state has aided in pav- 
ing. Mr. Holder stated. Fulton coun- 
ty has only 41 miles included in the 
report, but has several hundred miles 
of paving that has been laid without 
state aid, according to Mr. Holder. 
The same ayplies to a number of other 
counties in the state. 

Chatham county, with 42.27 miles 
of hard-sutfaced roads, headed the list 
of the state-aid paving in the report 
filed by the state highway chairman.

It was in the summer of 1868 that one 
of the big events in the regeneration 
of war-devastated Atlanta took shape. 


Three years be- 

fore my family had 

removed from Ma- 

con to New Orleans 

and I was a student 

in the Central 

Boys’ High school 

of the delectable 

Crescent City.

I got a large batch of the first run 
and resold them te the younger kids 
at a cmofortable profit.

I had the youthful bravado to take a 


pack of the new papers under my

He generously 
handed me a silver quarter and waiv- 
ed off the change, which I did not 
tender a second time. I sold all my 
papers to the army officers there at 
the Marietta street headquarters and 
at those in the Markham building on 
Whitehall street. The army men and 
the republican politicians seemed par- 
ticularly eager to read what Colonel 
Styles and his colleagues had to say 
about them—uand what they got for 
their money was “hot stuff” all right 
enough !

All Democrats Interested. 

Of course, all the democrats in the 
city and state were strongly interested 
in the new paper. The old “Intelli- 
gencer” had not “stood up” to suit the 
militant democrats and Sam _ Bard's! 
“New Era” was an aggressive and 
irritant radical organ. 

“The Constitution” obtained imme- 
diate popularity and substantial pat- 
ronage. It sent out such popular 
state and local agents as General Wil- 
liam S$. Walker, Colonel W. W. Boyd, 
Colonel David A. Walker and John 
T. Hall. 

The city and eounty governments 
were democratic and fully sympa- 
thetic. Colonel Jimmie Williams was 
mayor, Sam Love was city clerk and 
Tom Glenn was city attorney, with 
Colonel Lovick Thomas for city mar-; 
shal. Brave old Ben Williford was 
sheriff and Judge Dan Pittman was 
ordinary, 

The principal merchants and pro- 
fessional men were home-bred demo- 
crats, and advertised liberally in ‘“The 
Constitution.” In those days it was \ 
not unethical for lawyers to advertise 
and most of them helped the new pa- 
per with their patrouage. Altogether 
“The Constitution” was the wow of 
the period!

A Great Fighting Machine. 

Under the editorships of Styles, Bar- 
rick and: Avery “The Constitution” 
became known throughout the state, the 
south and the nation as the strongest 
fighting machine in the south against 
radicalism, reconstruction, and _ the 
usurpations of the federal power. The 
character it then established as a 
“tribune of the people” and a faithful 
fighter for their rights and interests 
has never since departed from it. It 
is a religion in many thousands of 
southern homes to have “The Consti- 
tution” included in the family budget 
of the year. 


Later in that month of June my 
father re-copped his errant son and 
took me east with him, his objective 
being the democratic national conven- 
tion in Tammay Hall. New York 
city, to which he had been delegated 
from Louisiana. 

I witnessed that memorable con- 
vention where Pendleton, of Ohio, led 


the first ballot and President Andrew 
Johnson, my father’s first choice, 
came next. After the eizhth ballot, 
General Hancock took the leAéd and 
Hendricks was at his heels. On the 
22d ballot the convention swung 
unanimously to Seymour and under 
his leadership the party went to a 
Waterloo defeat. 


But always, in season and out of 
season, through victory or defeat, The 
Constitution has.kept its flag on the 
front line and fought the good .fight 
faithfully for the great principles of 
democracy and for the general wel- 
fare, 

. It has been my privilege and honor 


to he associated more or less closely 
with its conspicuous career for 52 
vears, and fondly hope I am “here to 
stay” until “30” signs me off finally.

The business people of this country 
have long since learned that sectional 
lines, so far as business is concerned, 
have been’ obliterated. The business 
men of the whole country are tre- 
mendously interested in the progress 
and prosperity of the south. They are 
coming to realize that the south holds 
the key to the future of this country 


in material development. Many of 
them are also recognizing that with 
its unmixed Angle-Saxon element the 
south holds the key of safety in all 
national affairs. 


A few years ago Jesse Grant, a 
son of General Grant, in a letter to 
me, referring to an editorial as to 
the dangers of unchecked immigration, 
said that I would be’ interested in 
knowing that his father, even in his 
time, looked upon the great flow of 
immigration into this country as a 
menace to its future, and that Gen- 
eral Grant had said to him that if 
this country could be saved from the 
danger of this alien element dominat- 
ing the land it would be by the power 
of the Angle-Saxon element of the 
south, 

That fact demands to be driven 
home into the consciousness of the 
people of the south themselves and 
to the people of the country at large. 

South Should Assert Itself. 

That the south produces business 
leaders and statesmen matching in 
ability any produced in any other 
part of America is now I believe uni- 
versally admitted by thinking people. 
It is time, therefore, for the south to 
assert itself when it comes to na- 
tional politics. Without the south 
the democratic party might as well be 
dead and buried for all the effect 
that it would have upon our national 
life, and yet the democratic party of 
the south permits itself to be led by 
its nose by the small minority of 
democrats elsewhere, as though the 
democrats of this section were afraid 
to assert themselves. : 

Ever since the civil war there has 
been’ something of an apologetic air by 
which many southern people, and 
especially some so-called southern 
leaders, have tried to pose the south 
before the country as always in the 
wrong. Many southern orators have 
gone up to New York and Boston 
and elsewhere, and apparently for the 
purpose of catching the applause of 
their hearers have belittled the south 
of olden days as well as the south 
of the present time. 

I do not hesitate to assert andl 
think it is capable of proof, that the 
greatest business leaders that this 
country ever produced prior to the 
civil war were men of southern birth. 
This section had great geologists, 
great scientists, great chemists, great 
leaders in industry of all kinds, Even 
the southern planter was a great busi- 
ness leader, and he had to study all 
the problems bearing - upon world 
commerce, The manufacturers of the 
north in those days confined their 
trade largély to their immediate sec- 
tion and did not have to study world 
problems in connection therewith. On 
the other hand, the planters of the 
south had to know the financial and 
business conditions of _Europe | and 
Asia, as well as of this country. There 
was developed, therefore, even among 
the planting interests of the south 
unusual business ability, which was 
never required of western farmers nor 
of northern manufacturers in those 
early days before the problems of ex- 
port trade demanded a world vision 
by business men such as cotton plaut- 
ers had. 

That the south was great in those 
davs in leadership and of statesman- 
ship is universally admitted. One 
need not even mention the names of 
Washington, Jefferson, Madison and 
Henry, and hundreds of others, to 
emphasize this fact. Nor need we 
mention the great industrial leaders 
of the south who prior to 1860 were 
busy developing our industrial in- 
terests and’ building our railroads. 
Great civil engineers, great railroad 
huilders and great geologists were the 
order of the day among the people 
of the old south. ‘There is scarcely an 
important railroad in the south to- 
dav that was not projected prior to 
the civil war. All that we are doing 
in the development of commerce from 
southern ports, from Baltimore and 
Hampton Roads to Texas, was urged 
hy commercial leaders of those days. 
With such a background why should 
the south in political matters await 
the domination of the limited num- 
ber of democrats in the north and 
west, who could never attain politi- 
eal power except by riding into office 
upon the backs of southern demo- 
crats. 

Republican Increase. 

I think it altogether probable that 
the time will come when with the 
elimination of the negro question there 
will be developed in the south a strong 
republican party of men who believe 
in a protective tariff and in the other 
things for which that party stands. 
I do not regard this as inimical to the 


future of the south, but rather aS\the strongest men in | 


Diversity of mentality is 
ax diversity of agricul- 
ture. When the time comes that 
southern white men cau divide on 
economic lines it will be better for 
the democratic party itself, as it will 
rid that party of “boss domination 
and cause the nomination of the very 
best men in the south. 

A few days before the first 
torial I saw in The Constitution sug: 
gesting a southern man as a presi- 
dential nominee on the part of the 
south. I had written an editorial with 
the same thought in mind and sug- 
gested that there were a number of 
business men in the south of outstand- 
ing ability who were of presidential 
timber caliber. I believe the. south 
must turn its thought away from the 
strictly political men who have been 
honored by the democratic party in 
the past, and begin to think in terms 
of business men, men whose educa- 
tion and whose business ability would 
enable them to fill the presidential 
ehair with honor to the entire coun- 
try to better advantage than many of 
the politicians who have held that po- 
sition. 

Let the south, therefore, begin to 
think of men like Governor McLean, 
ef North Garolina, a strong business

bers of that association—and they 
many times outnumber southern mem- 
bers—that they have repeatedly re- 
elected him president. It is interest- 


ing just here to mention the fact that 
for years in his woolen mill at Te 
banon, Tenn., Mr. Edgerton has main- 
tained a chapel where all of his work- 
ing people gather every morning for 
a few moments of divine worship be- 
fore beginning the labor of the day. 


There are other men of outstanding 
ability, sucheas George Gordon Craw- 
ford. a Georgian by birth. and one of 
the first, if not the first, graduate 
of the Georgia School of Technolozy, 
who is president of the Tennessee Coal. 
Tron & Railroad Co., and has proved 
his tremendous ability as a business 
man, being regarded by the iron and 
steel people of the country as one of 
the greatest metallurgists that Amer- 
ica has ever produced. Many others 
could be named. I am merely men- 
tioning these few as illustrations of 
the kind of business men that the 
south has produced. Might I also add 
the name of Dr. Charles H. Herty, an- 
other native of Georgia. who was 
largely responsibie as president of the 
American Chemical society for the de- 
velopment of the chemical industry 
which made it possible for us to win 
the war, and who is everywhere 
known as one of the greatest business 


leaders and one of the foremost 
chemists of America. 


Worthy of Highest Honors. 

Men of such standing as those I 
have mentioned are worthy of all 
honor that the south can confer upon 
them, and whew this section has as- 


serted itself and made its power known 
in presenting these outstanding men as 
worthy of the nation’s honor it will 
stimulate every influence for good 
among the people of the south. 


At the moment I have before me ar 
editorial from the Age-Herald of Bir- 
mingham, written before the recent 
change in management, in which dis- 
cussing the suggestion of the Manufae- 
turers Record that a southern busi- 
ness man might be picked for presi- 
dent, it is said: 

“While not offering serious opposi- 
tion to the proposal of the engineers, 
the Manufacturers Record says there 
are business men in the south who 
would make good presidential timber. 
There can be no doubt about it: but 
it is not likely that either of the 
major parties would select a southern 
business man four this high position, 
not because it would not be a good 


; thing to do, from a standpoint of the 


publie servicé, but because it would 
be politically inexpedient to do 


“Moreover, while business issues 
will play a big part in the next presi- 
dential election, there will be other 
issues with which even the ablest of 
our business men are not familiar. 
* * * * © There is no indication at 
this time that either party will go 
to the ranks of the big business men 
of -the country for a candidate’ for 
president. There are too many large 
issues looming on our horizon, issues 
of national and international import. 
issues that touch business, but are not 
usually within the range of men who 


have merely business training. ixsues 
of broad statesmanship that will re- 
quire the attention and the study of 
statesmen. Such conditions may pre- 
clude the possibility of naming a busi- 
ness man for president in 1928.” 


Takes Issue. 

In these statements the Age Herald, 
in my opinion, takes a wrong view. 
The business mer’ whom I have men- 
tioned, and there are others, are just 
as capable of handling national and 
international affairs as are the so- 
called statesmen or politicia.s whom 
we have constantly put in office over 
a long series of years. They have an 
administrative power rarely, if ever, 
equalled by public men who have not 
had any business training. They have 
the mental ability to grasp interna- 
tional problems as fully as any pub- 
lic man in the country can do, and 
they would bring to their task a clear- 
ness of vision, a broad intelligence, an 
education of the highest order, and 
a profound acquaintanceship with 
every question that affects the eco- 
nomic prosperity of the country. Why 
then should they be so entirely ignored, 
as suggested by the Age-Herald? Has 
not the time come when both political 
parties should get away from the 
strictly political idea that a politician 
is necessary to the handling of the 
presidential office, or. for that mat- 
ter, of any other public office in the 
country ? 

The highly educated business man, 
of broad managerial experience, can 
bring to the study of the problems 
which confront the country as great 
ability as any politician, perhaps far 
greater than nine out of 10. They 
would know how to look at national 
and international affairs from a 
standpoint unbiased by politics. They 
would see more clearly than the aver- 
age politician could see, in which way 
safety lies. Then why should not the 
south take the lead in bringing be- 
fore the country as a __ presidential 
nominee a business man of high stand- 
ing. of broad education, of. proven 
managerial ability, and who would be 


abundantly able to gather around him 
yublie life?

Another reason why: progressive 
people should cultivate the periodic 
health examination habit and not 
wait until they are 30, 40 or sick 
a to be ordered te bed with a 
trained nurse, is that scientific med- 
icine makes such rapid strides these 
days. Hygiene particularly advances 
with such speed that only a few of us 
doctors ys to keep up with it. 
Many good physicians are so deeply 
immersed in the clinical (bedside) 
study of disease, in the innumerable 
technical subjects associated with 
diagnosis and treatment of disease, 
that they are neither qualified nor 
competent to make a proper health 
examination and they frankly ac- 
knowledge this and refer persons in 
need of such examinations to phy- 
sicians who are qualified for this 
service. Then of course we still have 
nome old foxsils (the mental, not the 
thronological age) in the profession

Vitamin B, present 
in unpolished (red, brown, wild) rice, 
unmilled wheat, undegerminated cor 
meal, most leafy vegetables and root 
vegetables, and n peas, beans and 
fresh fruits, essential to prevent beri- 


beri (multiple neuritis) and to main 


tain a good appetite and a norma! 
digestion and bowel function. Vita 
min ©, present in raw fresh tomato 
juice, orange or other citrus fruit 
juices, raw cabbage, raw turnip, raw 
potato, fresh berries, fresh meat eaten 
underdone or even raw or frozen (as 
the explorer Stefansson has proved), 
essential to prevent- scurvy.

DOUBLE TRIP RECORD 


Coast-to-coast and back again! 


A round trip transcontinental auto- 
mobile record was hung up Tuesday, 
June 7, when a Chrysler Imperial] 
“80” phaeton driven by its owner. 
L. B. Miller, arrived in Los Angeles 
at 9:59 a. m., 167 hours and 59 min- 
utes out of San Francisco—by way of 
New York. 

The time for the double transcon- 
tinental trip was just one minute less 
than seven days. 

Miller started from San Frantisco 
Tuesday, May 31, at 10 a. m. His 
primary purpose was to establish a 
round trip American record, but in 
doing so, he also broke the one-way 
cross-country automobile record 
which he himself had made last Au- 
gust. He arrived in New York Fri- 
day, June 3, having driven the 3,385 
miles of the Lincoln highway in 79 
hours and 55 minutes. This was 
three hours and 17 minutes faster 
than he covered the same route last 
year. 

Not content with thus breaking all 
one-way transcontinental records, Mil- 
ler waited in New York only one min- 
ute, no longer than was needed to 
have his time card officially stamped 
to verifly his arrival at 8:55 p. m. 
and his departure at 8:56, and then 
he was on his way back to the Paci- 
fic coast. On the return trip he took 
a southerly route by way of the Na- 
tional Old Trails, and over a distance 
of 3,336 miles he reached Los Angeles 
in 86 hours 20 minutes. 

The entire distance covered on this 
unprecedented trip was 6,721 miles. 
The elapsed time between the depar- 
ture from San Francisco and the ar- 
rival in Los Angeles was one minute 
lesa than seven days. 

“T made a one-way transcontinental] 
record two years ago by driving from 
New York to San Francisco in 110 
hours,” said Miller. after arriving in 
Los ngeles. “This record was 
broken, but last August I got it back 
again. Now I've broken my own rec- 
ord. and the other fellows have some- 
thing to shoot it. The new mark we'| 
made going east this time will stay 
put for the one-way trip, I guess, and 
this round trip record is going to tax 
the abilities to anyone to better.” 

“Mighty few drivers can sit seven 
days and nights at the wheel with- 
out a wink of sleep, and there are 
even fewer cars rugged enough to 
stand the terrific punishment of the 
6.700-mile grind involved in this sort 
of a trip. It’s one thing to make long 
distance records over smooth race 
tracks or indoor treadmills, but it’s 
altogether a different thing to drive

—city streets congested with traffic, 
mountain roads, concrete, gravel.

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What is the average life of a mo- 
tor car? 


Various attempts have been made 
to determine the average life of the 
American automobile, but the usual 
statistics mean little to the motor car 
owner, who is specifically interested 
in exactly how many years of service 
he can expect from his own car. 

A truly accurate record of the mor- 
tality of each make of automobile is 
revealed by the record of the repair 
parts departments of the various mo- 
tor car manufacturers. Each manu- 
facturer knows the maximum age of 
his product because the demand for 
repair parts reveals whether cars 
built five, 10 or 15 years ago are still 
in operation, 

Some companies find it necessary 
to hold themselves in readiness tu sup- 
ply parts for cars which now have 
seen 15 years or more of service. 
For instance, the Pieree-Aarrow Mo- 
tor’ Car company, whose cars are 
notably among the longest lived on 
the market, frequently is called upon 
to fill orders for parts on cars built 


before the days of the self-starter and 
electric lighting equipment. Some of 
these vetérans have tra well over 
100,000 miles; some more than 200..- 
000 and in some instances even great- 
er records have been established. 

Some of these old-timers are in 
daily service which calls for unusual 
reliability. For instance, the S&t. 
Paul fire department opérates several 
1912 Pierce-Arrow cars, while on the 
Pacific coast Pierce-Arrow chassis 
built many years ago have rolled up 
authenticated records of 1,000,000 
miles in stage line service.

JT took Mrs. C. L. Stoney five months to complete her around-the-world cruise, which she 
describes as a glorified going to school, declaring that the most enchanting sight she gazed 
upon was the Peachtree station at Brookwood, through which she passed on her return last 
week, having left Atlanta last January to visit eighteen foreign countries. South Africa and 
ifs unusual aspecis stand out as the high points of Mrs. Stoney’s trip, with Victoria falls lead- 
ing the list of interesting sights on the Dark Continent. Leaving the hotel clad in raincoat, 
rain hat and rubber boots, preparatory to entering the rain forest, which was reached by rid- 
ing on street cars pushed by Kaffirs, she felt the heavy, penetrating moisture long before reach- 
ing the forest, which is bathed in an eternal downpour. . 
Victoria falls, while not as gorgeous as our own Niagara, in Mrs. Stoney’s opinion, was 
a magnificent sight to behold after the misty spray cleared, showing a mighty flow of water 
a mile wide rushing over rocky projections. Next in importance came the Rhodes Memorial, 
an imposing structure built of granite exactly like that which comes from Stone mounf&in quar- 
ries, erected at Rondebosch, with mountains of stone rising against the skyline in the back- 
ground. Bronze British lions guard the four massive buttresses flanking either side of the flight 
of steps leading to the spot where rests the bronze bust of Cecil Rhodes, resting underneath a 
canopy upheld by stately columns. He is buried on top of Matapos Hill, 18 miles from Bu- 
lawavo, not far distant from the memorial, a site chosen by the famous Englishman, who founded 
and bequeathed to posterity the Rhodes scholarships at Oxford. Here Rhodes, accompanied by 
three others, went unarmed during the Matabele rebellion, and through his influence with the 
chiefs, brought about a cessation of hostilities. He was go impressed with the magnificent pan- 
orama from Matapos Hill that he named it ‘The View of the World,” declaring it should be 
his burial place. The grave is chiseled out of solid granite, and sealed with a large stone slab 
on this consecrated ground, while close by Rhodes’ grave is that of his colleague Jameson, bet- 
ter known as ‘‘Dr. Jim.” '

LLISON MacFARLAND want- 
ed to be free of his wife. An- 
Other love had entered his 
life and he craved to marry 
her. MacFarland, however, 
employed neither a window- 
weight to bludgeon his wife, nor pic- 
ture wire to strangle her, nor chloro- 
form to smother he. In fact, the 
judgment of justice is that he didn’t 
murder her at all. 

Yet Mrs. MacFarland died, died of 
poisoning. The way it happened 
forms one of the most extraordinary 
cases of recent years, one in which 
Jersey justice first found the man 
guilty, only to reverse the decision in 
a second trial. Mrs. MacFarland 
took cyanide of potassium, thinking 
She was taking bromide. The poison 
had been placed in the bromide bottle 
by the husband. He was away from 
the home when she died.

rapher in the employ of our leading 
character, MacFarland—and so the 
Stage was Set. 

A Steady Citizen 

MacFarland, about 40 at the time 
of his wife’s death, had originally en- 
gaged in promotion work in various 
cities and finally had located in New- 
ark, N. J.. where he was advertising 
and publicity manager for a manufac- 
turing concern. He occupied a neat 
little cottage with his wife Evelyn, and 
two young children. 

The neighbors looked upon him as 
a Steady, serious citizen, interested 
only in his business and his home. 

On the morning of October 18, 
1911, MacFarland summoned a phy- 
sician to his home. He appeared agi- 
tated. He said he had just reached 
home and had found his wife appar- 
ently dead in bed. The physician ex- 
amined the body and tried to find a 
clew to the death. He admitted he 
was puzzled. 

MacFarland stated that he had 
spent the night in New York with his 
six-year-old son, Robert. He had 
taken the youngster to an electrical 
show and stayed for the night in a ho- 
tel. When he entered his home, he 
found his two-year-old daughter, 
Ruth, playing on the floor of her 
mother’s room. 

And on the bed was the mother, 
Stiffening in death. 

“It must have been heart failure,”’ 
said MacFarland. 

“Possibly,” said the physician, 
‘but there should be an autopsy.”

necessary, will it? I should not like 
to have my children and myself sub- 
ject to all the publicity of a post- 
mortem!” 

“I’m sorry,” said the physician. 

The autopsy was ordered. It dis- 
closed that Mrs. MacFarland had died 
as a result of taking a quantity of 
cyanide of potassium. 


Often Used Bromide. 


County Prosecutor Wilbur A. Mott 
questioned the husband. MacFarland 
said that about October 7 he had 
brought some cyanide of potassium 
from the factory and made a solu- 
tion of it. His wife used it for clean- 
ing jewelry and silverware. He had 
put the poison in an all but 
empty bromide bottle. 

Mrs. MacFarland, her 
husband «explained, often 
used bromide for headache 
and insomnia. He said he 
had poured out what bro- 
mide there was in the bot- 
tle before pouring in the 
poison. He had put a warn- 
ing label on the bottle, he 
said, and had then placed it 
on a shelf in the bathroom. 

“Apparently my _ wife 
took a dose of the wrong 
stuff during the night,’’ he 
told the prosecutor. ‘‘I had 
warned her and showed her 
the two bottles, but she 
must have forgotten about 
it. I’m sure she did not do 
it purposely.”’ 

It was a Straightforward 
Story. MacFarland was 
able to prove easily enough that he 
had been away from home the pre- 
vious night. The poison must have 
been self-administered. 

The distressed husband was releas- 
ed, but was kept under surveillance. 
He talked freely with re- 
porters, scouting the idea 
that a criminal action 
would come out of the 
tragedy. 

Prosecutor Mott in- 
vestigated MacFarland. 
He learned that-the man 
often remained away 
from home for several 
nights at a time, and that 
there was another wom- 
an in his life. He found 
out from the suspected 
man that the position of 
the bromide bottle had 
been changed in such a 
way that the wife.might 
readily have picked up 
the wrong container. 

Labels Differ 

It also developed that 
the label of poison which 
appeared on the death dealing bottle 
on the morning MacFarland returned 
home and the label later found on the 
bottle, when the authorities seized it, 
were different. 

As a result of all this, the law de- 
cided to take MacFarland into custody 
for the murder of his wife. 

“It’s too absurd!” he. exclaimed. 

With the man locked up in jail, 
Mott then sought out the woman. 
Neither MacFarland nor Miss Brom- 
ley made any effort to conceal the 
fact that there was another woman. 
She wrote to him in jail and he wrote 
to her. 

A detective called at Miss. Brom- 
ley’s home in Philadelphia. She as- 
serted she did not care to come to 
Jersey to be a witness in the case. The

detective became threatening. He 
told her she would very probably be 
indicted as an accomplice if she held 
out.

Hints Leaked Out.

Mac Farland, 
it seemed, had 
called Miss Brom- 
ley “Bunny” in his 
letters and_ she 
had referred to 
herself as his 
“Bunnywi fe.” 
This caused quite 
a lot of hilarity. A young man had 
only to refer to his girl friend as his 
“Bunnywife” to send the young wom- 
an into convulsions. 

The accused man went on trial be- 
fore Chief Judge William S. Gum- 
mere in Newark on 
January 28, 1912. 
Public. curiosity 
reached a_ high 
pitch, due to the 
feeling that Miss 
Bromley’s _ letters 
would be read in 
court. It was the 
general belief that 
the woman’s letters 
contained some 
very hot stuff. As a 
matter of fact, they 
did. 

Prosecutor Mott 
directed all his guns 
to an attack on 
MacFarland’s char- 
acter and behavior 
and to a revelation 
ofthe relations ex- 
isting between him 
and the former stenographer. Mott 
painted a libertine who had attempted 
to commit a perfect crime. 


The Draught of Death. 


The prosecutor admitted that the 
man had been fiendishly clever. 
Knowing his wife’s habits, he had 
constructed a perfect method of do- 
ing away with her while he would be 
miles away from home. The man 
had, realized that it would be exceed- 
ingly difticult to prove intent, to es- 
tablish even that the woman had not 
taken her lite deliberately. 

Yes, he was clever, said Mott. But 
the circumstances were damning, 
conclusive. 

The defendant, however, did not 
take the stand in his own defense. His

The case went to the jury afte 
only three days of trial.

In the first trial he had asserted that 
his home life had been peaceful and 
happy. Now he admitted it had been 
anything but that. 

Again the case went to the jury. 
And this time the verdict was: 

“Not guilty!”

So at last Allison MacFarland was 
free. Free of his wife. Free of the 
law. He rushed to Miss Bromley and 
the two hurried off to the Newark 
city hall to get a matriage license. 

And then—another more serious 
Setback. MacParland was suddenly 
arrested in New York city on a 
counterfeiting charge. 


Raided His Apartment. 


That was only ten days after his 
acquittal. The police raided an 
apartment he had taken in Harlem 
and announced that they had found a 
counterfeiting outfit in the place. 
They accused MacFarland of coining 
halt dollars. Again the man was in 
the news. 

Machkarland pleaded guilty and was 
Sentenced to serve cighteen months 
imprisonment in the federal peniten- 
tiary at Atlanta.

R. JACOBS prepared this volume 
to be used as a textbook in 
Oglethorne university of which he is 
president. It is a 
book, however, 
which should he in 
the possession of 
students outside of 
college walls who 
wish to know the 
latest findings of 
science. It is a 
good-sized volume 
of 463 pages, 
abundantly illus- 
trated with photo- 
graphs taken from 
the works of lead- 
ing scientists in the 
various realms of 
science. The print is a delight to the 
eye and the mechanical construction 
of the volume leaves scarcely any 
room for improvement. 

The marvel is that a busy univer- 
sity president could find the time to 
do the reading and research necessary 
to produce a volume which contains 
the results “of the modern scientific 
investigation in the different depart- 
ments of science. 

The author is loyal throughout the 
volume to a declaration set forth in 
the preface. “It is ore to 
suppose that the teachings of a Son 
of God could contradict the teachings 
of the suns of God.” Dr. Jacobs 
truly says ‘‘No greater service can be 
rendered the younger scientific stu- 
dents and with them millions of the 


thoughtful but perplexed reading pub- 
lic than the finding of a formula that 
will make it possible to retain their 
faith withert stultifving their judg- 
ment.” 

Some of the twenty-four chapters 


are ““!he Heaven of Heavens,” “The 


Unity of Life,’”’ “The Or'gin of Life,” 
“The Infancy of Man,” “The New 
Knowledge and the Old Faith,” and 
“The End of the World, and After.” 

The length of the geological times 
is estimated at a minimum of sixty 
million years and a maximum of one 
hillion. six hundred million. 

The-magnitude of the universe is 
equally dazing to the human imagina- 
tion.

As the 
former volumes served to clear up 
difficulties occasioned by new knowl- 
edge, this volume throws light on the 
perplexities of divine providence that 
have always beset the religious mind. 

After the introduction the book di- 
vides itself into three parts: ‘‘Divine 
Providence,”’ ‘“‘Human Prayer,”’ and 
“Divine-Human Power.” 

The author deals with the primary 
vital elements of the personal re- 
ligious life. It is in the best sense 
devotional literature, without the 
gushy sentimentalism which charac- 
terizes a large number of devotional 
books. It is destined to be of much 
value to preachers in preparation of 
Sermons and praver meetings. 

The thorough and sane interpreta- 
tion of Divine Providence is very 
timely. Fanciful and freakish notions 
of Divine Providence have resulted in 
injury to the Christian’ faith among 


many intelligent people. Dr. Tillett 
with argument and _ illustrations de- 
molishes these untenable’ theories 


which destroy more faith than they 
create. 

The author clearly distinguishes be- 
tween: General Providence and Spe- 
cial Providence. It is in brief the hu- 
man attitude of the obedient and will- 
ing will which wroduces a Special 
Providence. _ 

In the human relationship, the child 
with filial love and obedience its in the 
way of receiving a certain considera- 
tion and confidence-and even gifts 
from the parents which would not 
otherwise be possible. 

The man who rightly relates him- 
self to God makes it possible for God 
to do something for the man’ which 
would not otherwise be possible. Dr. 
Tillett makes a valuable contribution

Not only does the author afford 
guidance amid the perplexing prob- 
lems of Providence, but he renders a 
similar service in throwing light on 
the perplexing problems of prayer. 
From an _ inductive study of the 
nravers of the Bible esvecially of the 
New Testament, the author shows 
how the Sniritual quality and Spir- 
itual purne ~ %re primary and largely 
nredominate. 


As with Special Providence the 
author shows the hurtfulness. of 
mainly associating prayer with 
temporal and material blessings. Take 
for example the promise of Jesus so 
nuzzling to the average reader. ‘‘What 
things soever ye desire, when ye 
pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye shall have them.” 


How the difficulty is lifted when 
we see from the context that, Jesus 
was speaking of moral and Spiritual 
blessings. 


The fanaticism which attends many 
advocates of “faith cure”’ results from 
the fact that their main stress is 
placed on the physical where Jesus 
did not place the emphasis. 

The author makes 
necessary distinction that it is always 
in harmony with the loving purpose 
of God to grant unto us Spiritual 
gifts, whereas the granting of our re- 
quests for material gifts would many 
times prove harmful. 

We wish to say to our readers that 
irrespective of their particular church 
affiliation they will find much Spir- 
itual enlightenment and _ profit in 
reading this latest book of Dr. W. F. 
Tillett, and then reading it again and 
again.

Of all forms of water travel, canoe- 
ing is considered by many people to be 
the most delightful. To begin with, 
your craft light and delicate’ It 
can be easily picked up by two per- 
sons and transported overland a short 
distance.

But which of the thousand and one ways is 
the right one, that no one has ever yet been able 
to foretell. You will have to try and maybe you 
will have.to try a thousand times before you hit 
the right method and hear the people say “Yes, 
that is good!” 
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TOLD you before that one 
finds strange monuments in 
strange places,.that both in 
desert and jungle one may sud-

And that is true not only of the old 
world but also of the new. 


Whether the Spaniards were good.

try to settle. This much is certainly 

’ true, that they did not exterminate the 
native population of their new domains 
as systematically as was done by the 
Anglo-Saxon pioneers, for in every for- 
mer Spanish colony the native element 
either in & pure or in a slightly diluted 
variety forms the greater part of the 
present population. And although from 
a modern point of view we may not 
always be in a complete sympathy with 
the methods used by the conquista- 
dores, they undoubtedly were conscious 
of certain duties towards their subjects 
and never neglected their spiritual in- 
terests. 


On the contrary they spared them- 


selves no kind of trouble to bring the 
poor heathen of east and west under the 
influence of that church which meant 


more to them than anything else in this 
world. 


Our great southwest is at considerable 
distance from the Mexican capital which was 
the seat of the Spanish government in the 
new world. And one cannot escape a very 
definite feeling of respect for those Fran- 
ciscan friars who travelled all the way 
across the desert and thé mountains to build 
their mission schools and churches amiong 
the’Indians of Texas and California.

During the latter half of the eighteenth 
century the bankruptcy of the kings of 
Spain caused most of our far western mis- 
sions to be abandoned. Even their ruins 
make us feel ashamed of most of the mod- 
ern horrors which we construct in the name
